Give Broader Picture Of 


Needs On Monday

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7—A series 
of blunt questions put by Secre­ 
tary of Treasury Morgenthau set 
Sir Frederick Phillips, undersecre­ 
ta r y of the British treasury, to 
Work at the British embassy to-

day on a detailed accounting of 
his country’s assets for waging war 
with Germany. 
On the answers, which Phillips 
is expected to deliver to the United 
States treasury chief Monday, may 
depend the form and timing of any 
proposals for the United States to 
bulwark Britain’s fight with Ameri­ 
can dollars. 
While no officials here are on 
record with commitments for exten­ 
sion of loans or other financial aid 
to the British, it generally is ac­ 
cepted in both administrative and 
congressional circles that consider­ 
ation of such assistance is the prt- 
mary purpose of Phillips’ visit. 
Talk Devoid Of Policy 
I 
His opening conference with Mor- 
' 
genthau yesterday was devoted to 
facta and devoid of policy consider­ 
ations, he reported afterward. 
Informed officials said the treas­ 
ury secretary has asked him for 
the most specific types of informa­ 
tion about what the British still 
have in the way of assets after buy­ 
ing several hundred million dollars 
worth of airplanes, tanks and oth­ 
er war supplies. 
Phillips, himself, said he is pre­ 
senting “a balance sheet on the 
state of our resources and the cost 
of supplies in the United States.” 
Tsrmed ‘Good Risk’ 
In some quarter* It is believed 
that if this “balance sheet" shows 
Britain to be In early need of finan­ 
cial aid strong efforts will be made 
in the opening months of the new 
congress to win acceptance of some 
specific proposal. 
The nature of that proposal, it Is 
believed, also may be determined 
by the evidence Phillips presents.

“but I feel that if we can improve 
our setup, quantity and delivery of 
defense items, it would be the 
best insurance to keep us out of 
war. 
‘We Mutt Show The World* 
“The more prepared we are, the 
lees liable to attack. 
It is our 
duty to show the world that we 
are ail that we claim we are.” 
His listeners included M. M. Gil­ 
man, president of the Packard 
Motor Car Co.; K. T. Keller, presi­ 
dent of Chrysler Corp.; C. E. Wil­ 
son, acting president of General 
Motors Corp., and Charles E. Sor­ 
enson, Ford Motor Co. production 
chief. 
All four companies are engaged 
in production of defense materials. 
Knudsen called upon^firme hav­ 
ing defense contracts to make use 
of 
subcontractors 
to 
ease

strain imposed upon the machine 
tool industry and so that idle space 
and equipment can be utilised. 
He said that when he assumed 
the

of

chief six months ago, “certain dif­ 
ficulties” confronted the commis­ 
sion, “but today there are none.”

The high command announced 
yesterday that Porto Edda, 15 miles 
southwest of Argirocastro and the 
main sea gateway to supply tits 
Italians, has fallen. 
Dispatches from the front said 
at least 9.000 prisoners were cap­ 
tured yesterday, along with more 
than IOO howitzers. 
Adopt New Battlecry 
Greek units are reported advanc­ 
ing from Porto Edda with a new 
battlecry—"Tirana by Christmas!” 
Tirana is the Albanian capital. 
Greek troops ars reported strik­ 
ing full force today at Italian 
forces retreating across the last 
mountain ridges toward tbs Alban­ 
ian foothill 
strongholds of Chi­ 
mera, Telsplnt and Eibmsani. 
Beyond these key towns 
the 
jumbled ridges through which the 
Greeks have driven their tierce 
coon t*r-i»v anion of Alban ie drop 
away quickly to the coastal plain 
and lowlands along th* Adriatic.

The Greeks reported that in ad­ 
dition to large quantities of sup­ 
plies found undamaged by fires 
the retreating Italians are saki to 
have started In Porto Edda, vast 
stores of war equipment and muni­ 
tions have been discovered hidden 
underground at Koritza.

It m ust be rem em bered th a t ow nership would In­ 
volve tak in g over a population of upw ard of 4.000,000, 
assum ing th a t we bought th e B aham as. Jam aica, 
T rinidad and the other islands of the B ritish W est 
Indies, along w ith B ritish G uiana and B ritish H on­ 
duras, also all the responsibilities th a t go w ith the 
population, which la m ostly black. 
In bad econom ic tim es, which are not in freq u en t 
in those places, th a t could add no little to o u r bur- 
deps. M oreover, It is a population we w ould n o t 
understand and th at would not u nderstand us. T he 
tru th of th e m atter is, U ncle Sam Is not so h ot as a 
colonial adm inistrator, from th e standpoint of b is 
own selfish Interests. Instead of running a colony, 
he is alw ays inclined to let the colony run him. 
If w e took over those B ritish possessions w e would 
spend tons of m oney trying to develop them and 
im prove th e statu s of th e population according to 
our lights.

The te rrito ry involved Is distinctly an econom ic 
liability.

HATTIESBURG, Mins., Dec. 6 — 
On the rolling cutover pine land 
IO milee south of here the arm y 
is constructing quarters and facili­ 
ties for more than 40,000 national 
guardsmen, already arriving for a 
year’s training at Camp Shelby. 
Here is the way this phase of 
the defense program is affecting 
one of many cities in the United 
States: 
When 
the 
governm ent 
leased 
Camp Shelby and annexed 25,000 
acres of adjoining land a group of 
construction contracts were aw ard­ 
ed in rapid succession. 
The result was a ‘‘labor rush.” 
Q uarters for the thousands of 
enlisted men and officers, plus pos­ 
sible 
conscripts 
and 
volunteers 
later, had to be built—and quickly. 
Rush 8ets Record 
The vast construction program 
a t the camp is perhaps the biggest 
rush building job in M ississippi’s 
history. 
Ten 
thousand 
screened 
and 
floored tents are being built. It will 
require 294 mess halls to feed the 
enlisted men in the sprawling city 
of soldiers. Officers will require 24 
dining halls. 
Besides these, work has begun 
on a 2,000 bed hospital, a bakery, 
laundry, 
complete 
cold 
storage 
plant and two incinerators. Con­ 
structing quarterm asters’ specifica­ 
tions also include 18 sm aller in­ 
firm aries in addition to the big 
hospital. 
To 
discourage 
soldiers 
from 
wandering away for their play, 
Camp Shelby will have three tent 
theaters and three “service clubs” 
Besides, there will be 21 regimen 
tai recreation buildings for read­ 
ing and letter-w riting and other 
{Mistime pursuits. 
To Be 46 Repair 8Hops 
For keeping America’s modern 
motorised arm y in good mechan­ 
ical order, Shelby will have 46 mo­ 
tor repair shops and three utility 
shops. 
And to fuel the tanks and 
armored cars there will be 46 gas­ 
oline stations and 37 warehouses. 
For the men commanding the 
40.000 troops, a total of 36 adm in­ 
istration buildings and nine gen­ 
eral officers’ quarters are in the 
plans.

AIN LY, the British bouse of commons is in no 
mood to wave olive branches. The half dosen 
members who attempted a peaca move have been 
chastised eoundly by 341 votes on the other side. 
Nevertheless, they have Uckled a problem that 
sooner or latar will have to be uckled by the gov­ 
ernm ent—the problem of how to end the w«r. There 
•are four possibilities: Outright British victory, out­ 
right German victory, a British peace move, or a 
German peace move.

-The result is a standoff, for an obvious reason. The 
military issue has not been resolved yet.

It is unlikely the new war will bring clean-cut 
victory. It cannot end, however, until one aide or 
•the other Is unable to Imagine a clean-cut victory.

THE United Stale* Capitol Is 
getting Its face lifted — and 
what a mess! 
For the first time In 140 years, 
the house of representatives Is 
meeting outside Its own hall—In 
the big. bright way* and means 
committee room In the new house 
office building. 
The senate has turned back the 
calendar nearly 82 years and Is 
holding sessions In tbe old sen­ 
ate chamber Just off the well of 
the 
"little 
rotunda”. . Into 
this 
Mark Twain once stared and prob­ 
ably thinking of Tom Sawyer and 
Huck Finn, called It "the spittoon 
of America”. 
The reason for the face-lifting 
is that the roofs of the senate 
and 
hou*e 
wings 
are 
sagging. 
David Lynn. Capitol architect, has 
been warning for years that a 
heavy snow might bring tons of 
glass and nibble down on the 
heads of congress. 
Plans were to do a permanent 
Job of fitting new beams into the 
roofs 
during 
adjournment 
this 
summer and fall, but national de­ 
fense and a popular demand for 
congress to stay in session put a 
stop to that. 
The congressmen have hundreds 
of letters which say: "Even if the 
Capitol comes down on your heads, 
stay on the Job.” A demaud that 
strong couldn't be Ignored, nut it 
has contributed to the mess, for 
so reluctant was congress to sus­ 
pend operations that It now Is 
possible even the temporary Job 
cannot be completed by Jan. 3 and 
the 77th congress will have to con­ 
vene 
In 
the 
present makeshift 
quarters.

'‘OR the members of the house. 
* this would be considerable In­ 
convenience for as large as the 
committee room is. It would hard­ 
ly be more than a sardine can,

It Is 
estimated at this time that 180.- 
000,000 would put tho entire high­ 
way In good condition. 
PRESENT indications are that

ule P&nama-Colombia border some 
time before the Central American 
section is finished.

I 
T seems to ub that those who advocate the out­ 
right purchase of Great Britain’s real estate In 
this hemisphere In preference to leasehold# for air 
bases and harbors fail to examine all sides of the 
picture carefully. 
It must be remembered that ownership would In­ 
volve taking over a population of upward of 4.000,000, 
assuming that we bought the Bahamas. Jamaica, 
Trinidad and the other islands of the British West 
Indies, along with British Guiana and British Hon­ 
duras, also all the responsibilities that go with the 
population, which is mostly black. 
In bad economic times, which are not infrequent 
in those places, that could add no little to our bur- 
deps. Moreover, It Is a population we would not 
understand and that would not understand us. The 
truth of the matter Is, Uncle Sam is not so hot as a 
colonial administrator, from the standpoint of his 
own selfish interests. Instead of running a colony, 
he is always inclined to let the colony run him. 
lf we took over those British possessions we would 
■pend tons of money trying to develop them and 
improve the status of the population according to 
our lights. After while they would be demanding 
independence of us (but with our continued support 
and protection) and starting social upheavals that 
would get plenty of support right here at home, if 
indeed they did not find their inspiration here. We 
would have a fine mess on our hands. 
WE are not arguing the possible right or justice 
of such upheavals. We merely suggest It Is 
well for this nation to consider the situation care­ 
fully before attempting to open up a field of addi­ 
tional trouble for itself, when we can attain the 
only thing we want of the British possessions In a 
manner lees calculated to produce headaches. 
The territory involved is distinctly an economic 
liability. Only its geographical location makes it a 
physical asset to the United States. In hundreds of 
years few Americans have settled there, though It 
Is at our threshold, so to speak. In most of those 
places not many white men san stand the climate 
for any length of time. There Is scant opportunity 
for individual progress and prosperity. 
It is doubtful lf we could develop the resources 
beyond what the British have accomplished in their 
many years of tenure, or if we could even maintain 
their standard. There immediately would be terrific 
conflict* with our own agricultural, industrial and 
commercial Interests, which always seem to man­ 
age to keep territorial competition pretty well 
throttled, as witness Puerto Rico, Hawaii aud the 
Virgin Islands, 


A S long as Great Britain stands. It would appear 
leaseholds will give us the same points of 
defense as if we owned the properties outright, but 
without the economic neuralgias of ownership end 
without the sharp shooting pains of political man­ 
euver that would most certainly attend us as pro­ 
prietors. 
It might be argued that there may come a time 
in the future when we will be at odds with Great 
Britain Itself and that in this event the leaseholds 
would be disadvantageous, lf not a hazard. We think 
not. Our strength, even as lessees undoubtedly 
always will he greater in the territories of our 
leaseholds than that of the faraway landlords. 
We have heard a rumor that representatives of 
Gen. De Gaulle and his free Frenchmen have been 
hovering In the vicinity of the French West Indies 
and a sudden coup that took Martinique away from 
the 
Nazi-dominated 
Vichy 
government 
probably 
would not cause any great despondency in Wash­ 
ington. Martinique Is a distinct annoyance to the 
country under present conditions. It Is felt that 
there Is more going on down there than meets the 
eye. 
lf Britain falls, the French property and also the 
Dutch Meat Indies will be taken over under pro­ 
tectorate powers by the United States and the other 
nations that are parties to the Pan-American agree­ 
ment

Mississippi Cantonment To 


Contain Vast Array Of 


Army Buildings 


B r Th* United Praaa. 
HATTIESBURG. Miss., Dec. 6 — 
On the rolling cutover pine land 
IO miles south of here the army 
is constructing quarters and facili­ 
ties for more than 40,000 national 
guardsmen, already arriving for a 
year’s training at Camp Shelby. 
Here is the way this phase of 
the defense program is affecting 
one of many cities in the United 
States: 
When 
the 
government leased 
Camp Shelby and annexed 25,000 
acres of adjoining land a group of 
construction contracts were award­ 
ed in rapid succession. 
The result was a “labor rush.” 
Quarters for the thousands of 
enlisted men and officers, plus pos­ 
sible 
conscripts 
and 
volunteers 
later, had to be built—and quickly. 
Rush 8ets Record 
The vast construction program 
at the camp is perhaps the biggest 
rush building job in Mississippi’s 
history. 
Ten 
thousand 
screened 
and 
floored tents are being built. It will 
require 294 mess halls to feed the 
enlisted men in the sprawling city 
of soldiers. Officers will require 24 
dining halls. 
Besides these, work has begun 
on a 2,000-bed hospital, a bakery, 
laundry, 
complete 
cold 
storage 
plant and two incinerators. Con­ 
structing quarterm asters’ specifica­ 
tions also include 18 smaller in­ 
firmaries in addition to the big 
hospital. 
To 
discourage 
soldiers 
from 
wandering away for their play, 
Camp Shelby will have three tent 
theaters and three "service clubs 
Besides, there will be 21 regimen­ 
tal recreation buildings for read 
tag and letter-writing and other 
pastime pursuits. 
To Be 46 Repair Shops 
For keeping America’s modern 
motorised army in good mechan­ 
ical order, Shelby will have 46 mo­ 
tor repair shops and three utility 
shops. And to fuel the tanks and 
armored cars there will be 46 gas­ 
oline stations and 37 warehouses 
For the men commanding the 
40,000 troops, a total of 36 admin­ 
istration buildings and nine gen­ 
eral officers’ quarters are in the 
plans. 
Camp 
Shelby’s 
history 
trails 
back to the World war, when 25, 
OOO soldiers were trained there. 
After the war, a wrecking contrac 
tor stripped the site, leaving only

gaunt cement foundations and a 
few deserted concrete warehouses.

The 
movement is under the auspices 
of the American Bible society. 
W ith alm ost half of its popula^ 
♦ion involved in war, the world 
■ever needed 
the 
comfort 
and 
guidance of the Bible as much as 
it does a t this time, the Bible 
society pointe out in calling a t­ 
tention to the observance. 
The general subject for this year 
will be “For the Healing of the 
Nations’*. 
U. S. Society la Free 
Most of the people of the world 
can obtain 
the 
scriptures 
only 
through the agencies of the great 
Bible societies, It is claimed, and 
the American Bible society, one of 
the world service agencies of the 
M ethodist church, is the only one 
of these great groups th at is not 
■ow involved in the war. 
There are 2.500.000 prisoners of 
w ar in Germany 
alone, 
mostly 
French. Added to their suffering 
from cold and hunger and disease 
Is the m isery of idleness. But most 
of them can read. Because ot ^pr 
emergencies, faced by the Euro- 
pean 
Bible 
societies, 
only 
the 
American society is in a position 
to give these prisoners, to whom 
the one open door of relief is in 
reading, their opportunity to read 
the book th a t contains the answ er 
to the world’s end and their own 
despair. 
The American Bible society has 
placed its services a t the disposal 
of the Ecumenical committee for 
chaplaincy ald to war Prt*™*1*; 
which works under the auspices of 
th e International Red Cross 
at 
Geneva. Two thousand dollars has 
been supplied, part of wMch al­ 
ready bas been used to print 20,000 
French 
gospels. 
Five 
thousand 
French New Testam ents also are 
on the press in Geneva. 
2.SSO Already Forwarded 
Besides these books printed In 
Geneva, the American Bible so­ 
ciety has sent 2.350 English New 
Testam ents. Because no way has 
been found to ship them by freight 
in bulk, they m ust be sent in 
small packages as Ponied m atter. 
A stream of theta little packages 
goes with every week s steam er. 
A recent cablegram received^ by 
the Bible society calla for 5.000 
additional 
Bible and 
testam ents 
In English. 
Tha Bible In another language 
was Issued In October. It ie the 
first com plete Bible In the Bum 
dialect, which is spoken by tom e 
•00,000 people in eouthern Cam­ 
eroon. W est Africa. Bulu to WB 
113rd language in which the Bible 
has been printed. It will be ueed 
by the Presbyterian missions in 
the Cameroon.

LMOST 80 years ago the initial 
action was taken th at resulted 
in the form ation of W est Virginia. 
Virginia had resented the election 
of the Illinois “rail splitter”, Abra­ 
ham Lincoln, as president, succeed­ 
ing Jam es Buchanan of Pennsyl­ 
vania, so, in January, 1861, its 
people voted to secede from the 
Union and become a part of the 
southern confederacy. 
The people of what became W est 
Virginia, 
including 
H a n c o c k , 
Brooke and Ohio counties of the 
upper Panhandle district, had a 
m ajority of inhabitants with Union 
leanings. 
Thus, the action of con 
gress made possible the formation 
of the new state. 
Sept. 26 of this year marked the 
77th anniversary of the adoption 
of the state motto. “M ontanl Sem­ 
per Liber!”, which translated is 
“M ountaineers Always Freem en”. 
The W est Virginians have to their 
credit the adoption of the motto 
two years, four m onths and IO 
days before Ohioans selected one 
The latter's decision was made on 
April 6, 1886. 
Ohio's sister state also preceded 
this state by one year and IO days 
in selecting sn official stale flow 
er—the rhododendron. 
This was 
done on Jan. 23. 1903 and not until 
Feb. 3 1904 did the Buckeye rep­ 
resentatives designate the scarlet 
carnation as Ohio’s official flower. 
8tate Federated W omen’s clubs 
of W est Virginia named the tufted 
titm ouse as the state bird. 
Ohio­ 
ans still cling to the cardinal as 
their feathered friend. 
The state song of W est Virgin 
tans is the “W est Virginia Hills* 
by 
Ellen 
King while 
the Ohio 
theme la “Beautiful Ohio” by Mac 
Donald. 
W est Virginia received its name 
from Sir W alter Raleigh, who gave 
the territory a name in honor of 
Queen Elisabeth. 
Thla section’s 
nickname, Panhandle, came as a re ­ 
sult of the similarity of the shape 
of the state to a pan with a handle 
on it. 
The 
Buckeye 
state 
was 
named for a river which the Iro­ 
quois Indians declared was the 
“beautiful river”. 
M arietta, the first settlem ent of 
Ohio, was founded in 1788. 
W hat 
is now W est Virginia was settled 
in 1727, 20 years following the first 
settlem ent In old Virginia at Jam es 
town.

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TROOPS HARD HIT 
IN FLU EPIDEMIC 


Many III At Washington And 


California Training Areas

SAN FRANCISCO, 
Dec.

Thousand* of the nation’* soldiers, 
mobilized in training camps along 
the Pacific coast, are ill with in­ 
fluenza. 
At Camp Murray, Wash., where 
12,000 men of the 41st National 
Guard division are mobilized, 1,400 
men were hospitalized in wood- 
floored tents and it is estimated 
that 6,000 others have suffered 
some symptoms of the mild form 
of influenza which swept the w est 
Army officers 
and 
physicians 
are reluctant to reveal exact fig­ 
ures on the number stricken in 
other training centers in Califor­ 
nia and Washington. 


‘Situation Not Serious’ 
At the San Francisco Presidio it 
was said that there were "several 
hundred cases” but at the Mon­ 
terey Presidio, headquarters for 
the Fort Ord encampments where 
most of the western troops are 
based, officers said the influenza 
outbreak was "trivial." 
Lieut. Col. H. L. Kraff, surgeon 
at Monterey, said "the situation is 
not serious among the army per­ 
sonnel and troops living in the 
open air have a minimum of con­ 
tagion.” 
Dr. John W. Oliphant of the U. 8. 
public health service ie enroute 
here from Washington to observe 
first hand the outbreak and to ob­ 
tain laboratory specimens to re­ 
turn to the National Institute of 
Health. 


Called 'Nuisance Disease’ 
Dr. Bertram Brown, California 
state health officer, said, however, 
that the Influenza undoubtedly Is 
"type A”—strictly a nuisance dis­ 
ease and not dangerous. It reaches 
Its peak in a locality within two 
weeks and subsides as rapidly. 
He said it is not to he compared 
to the influenza which ravaged 
the world in 1918. 
Thousands of civilians have been 
Stricken throughout the west in 
the last two weeks and the epi­ 
demic has spread fanwise into the 
Pacific northwest and southwest 
Into Arizona.

The situation in other states, 
although physicians said the rate 
of incidence is "alarming,” is not 
po serious as in California where 
many schools are closed and sub­ 
stitutes have been called to fill 
vacancies in the assembly lines at 
airplane factories and other vital 
defense industries.

city health officer, said that at 
least 60,000 were ill tn his city at 
the epidemic’s peak. 
Fewer than 20 deaths have been 
reported from throughout the state 
ae remotely caused by influenza.

The War Today: 


Strong Opposition To Fascist Military Policy 


Appears Likely Reason For Badoglio’s Action 


By D E W I T T M A C K E N Z IE 
NEW YORK, Dec. 7—W hatever way you look at the sensational 
"resignation” of Italian Army Chief Badogllo— w hether he did resign 
or w hether he was ousted because of the debacle in Greece—a spotty 
piece of linen has been hung on the line for all and sundry to see at a 
moment when it doesn’t pay to advertise. 
It’s strange that the m arshal—one of the world’s great soldiers— 
suddenly should lose all his run- 
— ------------------------------ —-------------- 
nlng. I don't believe he has lost it. 
This, among other circum stances, 
rather compels the view that he 
actually did resign, probably be­ 
cause of opposition to the Fascist 
m ilitary policy. 
Badogllo always has had a deep­ 
seated hostility to Fascism and to 
the Introduction of politics into 
the army. He has continued to hold 
his various high positions because, 
forsooth, he was too good a mili­ 
tary leader to let go. 


May Have Balked A t Move 
It is difficult to discover the 
meticulous handiwork of Badogllo 
in the bungled Italian campaign 
against Greece. It’s easier to be­ 
lieve th at he balked a t the pro­ 
gram of starting an offensive at a 
bad time of year and w ithout ade­ 
quate preparation. 
In any event, even If he were 
guilty, Signor Mussolini would be 
taking an extrem e step to fire his 
chief of staff—idol of m ost of Italy. 
This would serve merely to em ­ 
phasize the defeat, dam aging Fas­ 
cist prestige abroad and shocking 
the Italian public at a tim e when 
It badly needs encouragem ent. 
It is to be assumed th at Musso­ 


lini forthw ith will set out to re­ 
pair his shattered fortunes in Al­ 
bania. This will call for the re­ 
building of his expeditionary force, 
which has been knocked into a 
cocked-hat by the galloping Greeks. 
The Greeks, flushed with their 
grand victory, are shooting a t the 
stars. They are pressing their at­ 
tack with every ounce of their 
strength tow ard the suprem e goal 
of ousting the enemy altogether 
from Albania. It is within the 
realm of possibility that they may 
achieve this, but if they do they 
will be pulling another rabbit out 
of the hat. 
It seems doubtful w hether the 
Italians will attem pt a m ajor of­ 
fensive against the Greeks before 
spring. The w inter already is upon 
them—and w inter in A lbania and 
Greece is a terrific deterrent to 
fighting. 
This also easily may prpvent the 
Greeks from carrying their attacks 
much further at the moment, es­ 
pecially 
because 
of 
the 
great 
lengthening of their lines of com­ 
munication 
in 
their speedy ad­ 
vance. It depends on how much op­ 
position they encounter.
